The customs of our forefathers are 
yearly growing less observed—some 
it may be wisuly—others not so much 
so.

St. Louis, July 26.—A terrible rajjroad 
accident occurred at fifteen minutes past 6 
last evening, on the Toledo and Wabash

PENINSULAR ITEMS: 


‘SOMERSET COUNTY. 


We hear ačcoynts of a tornado in 
Hungary Neck, in this county, last 
week. Its force was teriitic. The 
width of the line it pursued-was about 
two'bundred yards. Where it passed 
throtgh the woods, it twisted the tops 
out of trees, some of which were oaks 
of a large size and perfectly sound.— 
It uftroofed and demolished Col. W. 
T. G. Polk’s hay barn and did a great 
deal of other dumage.’ Its course was 
from the South west'to the North cast.

On Tuesday, tho 18th inst., a very 
exciting horse race took place near 
Princess Anne, between the horses 
owned by G. A. Reid, and Capt: John 
Messick of Deal's Island, in which the 
horse of Mr. Messick won the race. 

The Snow Hill Messenger of Satur- 
day says: Troubles are brewing at 
the town of Orisfeld in consequence 
of the peculiar title under which the 
land or water owners there hold.

The citizens of that enterprising 
town are driving piles out in 11 feet 
water, in the Cove some distance from 
the Railroad, and connected with the 
main, (if the railroad can be be called 
the main) only by bridges.

The 
Cove is as much the high seas as is 
the Chesapeake Bay, At all events 
such is the reasoning of some persons, 
and they say the Act of 1882 prohib- 
its the State from granting a patent 
to cover navigable water, that is cov- 
ered by the high tide: 

In the early history of San Iran- 
cisco, thé’ water lots formed a promi- 
nent feature. Persons took up lots 
in the cove which formed the harbor of 
San Francisco. It was built over on 
piles, and bouts went in under the 
city for half or three-quarters of a 
mile. 

The Ilurbor was and is entirely des- 
troyed, und the vessel interest depen - 
dant upon the long slips that run up 
into the city. Great contention took 
place subsequently between the City 
and the State on this subject. Some 
such process seems to be going at the 
young city of Crisfeld. 

In the mean time rumor says there 
is a claimant looming up, who says he 
has a patent that covers the whole 
town,

In the adılress to farmers &e., we 
have endeavored ta arrest their atten- 
tion and arouse them to the fuct that 
we belicve the time has come for a 
change in our system of farming; and 
that the soil was made for other crops 
than those we have so long cultivated. 
Don't mistake us—we by no means 
urgo you to forsake entirely your 
corn, onts ‘and wheat—the compan- 
ions of your youth and carly man- 
hood—you use them and must have 
enough for home consumption, Any- 
thing moro is ‘not profitable in the 
present condition of your lands; and 
to persist in their cultivation to the ex- 
clusion of small fruits afd early veg- 
etables, which bring such prompt and 
handsome returns, is suicidal, Each 
period bas its demands and the period 
we are living in has its demands as 
well as those which went before us, and 
he who shuts his ears and refuses to 
heod its demands is a conservator of 
the past and should have lived in the 
last contury. 

I once saw a bull ona railroad 
track and an approaching train, mov- 
ing slowly and blowing her whistle to 
arouse him to a sense of his danger, 
which he heeded not except to turn 
about, strike his fect in the ground, 
lower his head and stoutly refuse to 
get out of the wuy.

“what do you think of the strawberry? 
he said, “1 think it is some new fan- 
gled thing like some Mulberry plants 
which some years ago were brought 
down here by some yankee, to specu- 
late on, and the old man was induced 
to buy some ef them and that was the 
last of his money.” I tried to con- 
vince hiin to the contrary. He listen- 
ed quictly until I was through and 
then replied, “my father raised me 
aud my brothers and sisters on hog 
andl hominy, and what was good e- 
nough tor- us. if good cnough for my 
boys and gals.” This, however, I 
hope, is an isolated case and with all 
such, time and patience will work a 
cure. To thase who have determined 
to plant and are inquiring ‘when 
shall we plant?” I answer. In 
| practice there are two seasons of the 
year, either of which is good, provid- 
ed you are ready—but neither of them 
are good if you are not ready. In 
| this section any time after tho 1st of 
| Uctober until winter sets in, provided 
you can good strong plants near at 
hand, you can with safety set them 
out. But to get good strong plants 
in the Fall always, you cannot with 
any degree of certainty; for the long 
hot, and frequently dry summers 
which we have retards the growth. of 
new plants, except in lands where 
there is an abundaned of moisture. 
If we have enjoyed such a Summer, 
growers of plants will but seldom take 
up their plants early in the Fall, for 
to tudo so isa loss tu then, To de- 
termine therefore to set out a planta- 
tion in the Fail, I think is a mistake. 
You thay occasionally doso and get 
good strong plants. Another objec- 
tion to Fall setting is, you wilt have 
to give them two hund workings cx- 
tra, which adds much to the expense 
of cultivation, for the grass und weeds 
will start inuch earlier in lands plowed 
inthe Fall. Itherefore advise Spring 
planting or in February if we have an 
open spell as we frequently do, and 
you get the plants close at—~hand. 
Make up your minds as to the num- 
ber of acres you will set out in plants 
and then during the Fall prepare 
your compost, determining how many 
loads and of what you will put to the 
acre, and have all things ready and 
then us soon as the-Lst of March, at 
least, go to work with all your force 
and put your plants in the ground 
whils it is cool and full of moisture, 
and they will grow right off and you 
need not loge a plant, if ¢arefully sct 
out. Unless cut by worms, moles 
and mice, which in somo of these sanly 
soils are very distructive. The lust 
you know how to manage. The first 
I believe, can be destroyed entirely 
or nearly so, by a Fall application of 
ten bushels of salt to the acre, put on 
broadcast and at the same time bene- 
fit your strawberry plants. Those of 
you who can aflord it and do not live 
near salt water, try it, It will do 
good and is not expensive. You need 
not fear its injuring the plants provi- 
ded it is puton the ground the Fall 
before you set out your plants—or if 
you mix that quantity per acre with 
your compost, to put underneath your 
plants, provided it is thoroughly dis- 
solved and mixed through the com- 
post, you will find it advantugeous,— 
Applied in this way however, it will 
not destroy the cut worm. With this 
I leave you. When we meet next 
week, I may continue this subject-and 
in connection therewith will consider 
the varieties that are adapted to your 
sandy soils, for market purposes.
